In 1905 the Alberta Farmers’ As- 
sociation was organized in Alberia. 
At about the same time the Ameri- 
can Society of Equity formed a 
branch of their society in Alberta. 

| The object of these societies was to 

obiain a greater measure of social 
‘justice and a larger share of the 
}consumers’ dollar, of which at 
that time the farmers were only 
getting a very small portion, 

In the fall of 1905 Mr. John 
Fletcher of Edmonton came to Dids- 
bury and was successful in organ- 
| izing Local No. 12 of the Alberta 
Farmers’ Association with Mr. M. 
Weber as the first president. After 
a few years this organization joined 
j}with the American Society of 
Equity as one group, as it was 
found that they could more effect- 
ively speak with one voice than if 
)} they were divided. As one group 
they took the name of United 
Farmers of Alberta with the motto, 
“Equity”, and this has been their 
name and motto down to the pres- 
ent day. 

In the next year or two the farm- 
;ers began, through their Local, to 
| buy co-operatively in-car lots such 
goods as binder twine, salt, flour, | 
coal, apples, fencing wire, etc.,

| Elevator Co., which is doing a big 
business in grain and supplies. The 
Pool elevators were also brought 
| into being through the co operative 
| efforts of the Farmers’ organiza- 
|tions on slightly different lines of 
marketing but working in harmony 
with the U.G.G. These institutions, 
along with the Livestock Shipping 
Association and the co-operative 
stores in Calgary and other places, 
are splendid examples of co-opera- 
tive effort. 

| I believe that if any section of the 
community feels that it is not get- 
ting justice the best plan would be 
| to get together, talk it over, and if 
necessary, start to work co-opera- 
tively to improve its position. But 
too many farmers just growl and 
|howl about their injustices and do 
not co-operate with their neighbors 
to do anything about it. They just | 
sit back and “let George do it.” 

If the farmer wants to improve 
his position he and his fellow farm- 
ers must get together and work for 
it.

Beekeepers in Canada who have 
not as yet placed their orders for 
package bees with dealers in the 
United States should do so at once 
to avoid delay or non-delivery says 
C.B. Gooderham, Dominion Apiar- 
ist, Central Experimental Farm, Ot- 
tawa.

Dr. T.K. Pavlyn- 
chenko, of University of Saskat- 
chewan, noted authority on weeds 
and the use of 2,4,D, advises farm- 
ers not to apply that weed killing 
chemical until crops have reached 
the height of at least five inches. 
This weed killer should not be ap- 
plied after grain crops have reach- 
ed the late shot blade.
